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MORETTI SPEAKS OUT ON 
VICTIMLESS CRIME! 


STATEMENT BY 
ASSEMBLY SPEAKER 
BOB MORETTI 
ON VICTIMLESS CRIMES 

The time has come to put the 
emphasis in law enforcement 
where it belongs — upon the pro¬ 
tection of our citizens from the 
threat of violence and other ser¬ 
ious crimes. 

The presumption that we can 
solve every ill in our society 
simply by passing a law against 
whatever someone considers im¬ 
moral or unpleasant has had the 
inevitable effect of over-burdening 
our police forces. W e need to make 
some hard decisions as to which 
problems can appropriately be met 
in the criminal justice system and 
where we want to apply our law 
enforcement resources. 

The crime rate in California is 
up 184% since 1960 and the num¬ 
ber of violent crimes has increas¬ 
ed 177% in that period. Since 1960 
the murder rate is up 100%; rob¬ 
bery rate is up 143%; rape is up 
111%; aggravated assault rate is 
up 97%; burglary rate is up 120%; 
grand theft rate is up 157%; and 
the auto theft rate is up 120%. 

For the last five years, Cali¬ 
fornia has endured the statistical 
distinction of being the number one 
crime state in America. 

Is it more valuable to arrest 
people for possessing a small 
amount of marijuana or to break 
up heroin rings? Should we con¬ 
tinue ^to invest the time and ener¬ 
gy in cases involving the private 
sex habits of consenting adults 
while the number of unsolved rapes 
continues to rise? Who is helped 
by treating alcoholics as crim¬ 
inals while armed robbers go free? 

W e really don’t know precisely 
how much tme and money is being 


spent on the prosecution of victim¬ 
less crimes. Police agencies are 
understandably reluctant to give 
exact statistics, and Governor 
Reagan has consistently vetoed leg¬ 
islation through the years which 
would have required state and local 
agencies to provide accurate re¬ 
porting on this question. But I 
think we can get some idea of the 
dimension of the problem from 
these figures. 

The Governor’s Select Commit- 
te on Law Enforcement Problems 
reported last year that four out of 
every five major crimes commit¬ 
ted in California are never solved. 
While we do succeed in catching 
80% of the murderers in the state, 
only 29% of the armed robberies 
that occur every year are ever 
solved. More than half the rapists 
and better than a third of those 
who commit aggravated assault get 
away with it. Of the more than 
400,000 burglaries committed in 
1972, only 17 percent resulted in 
arrest. And if your car is stolen, 
the chances are one in seven that 
the man who took it will ever get 
caught. 

On the other hand, misdemeanor 
arrests consistently run three 
times the total of all arrests for 
major felony crimes each year. 
In San Francisco, which has the 
highest misdemanor arrests rate 
in California, it has been estimat¬ 
ed that half of all the arrests 
made, charges brought, and con¬ 
victions rendered are for victim¬ 
less crimes. In the state as a 
whole, misdemeanor arrests for 
prostitution, gambling, drunk and 
disorderly conduct, and *‘obscene 
matter” outnumber all arrests for 
major felonies. 

In Los Angeles Countv in 1972, 
misdemeanor arrests paralleled 
the state average, outnumbering 
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all felony arrests three to one. In 
the city of Los Angeles that same 
year, when there were 152,877 ma¬ 
jor felonies reported and only 
57,098 felony arrests, there were 
68,074 misdemeanor arrests for 
drunk and disorderly conduct, dis¬ 
turbing the peace, sex offences 
and minor drug charges, more than 
for all the felonies combined. 

While these statistics can only 
provide a rough picture of the over¬ 
all crime problem, they do raise 
a number of important questions 
with regard to the way in which 
we are applying our crime-fight T 
ing resources. The first respon¬ 
sibility of government should be 
protecting the safety of our 
citizens, and all our efforts should 
now be placed upon the eradication 
of violence and serious crimes as 
the number one priority in law 
enforcement. 

We should recognize that treat¬ 
ing as crimes so many victimless 
offenses has become an unaccept¬ 
able drain upon our crime-fighting 
resources. The : insecurity many 
people feel when walking dark city 
streets at night is the consequence 
of wasting those resources. We 
spend millions of dollars a year 
enforcing laws which treat alco¬ 
holics as criminals, recycling 
prostitutes through our court dock¬ 
ets, and processing cases which in¬ 
volve the private sex habits of 
consenting adults. 

What is needed is a program of 
decriminalization which will re¬ 
move alcoholism, gambling among 
friends, simple possession of 
marijuana for personal use, pros¬ 
titution and similar victimless 
crimes from the criminal pro¬ 
cess. 

There is much that we can do 
to assure that the resources of our 
criminal justice system are : ap¬ 
plied most effectively. Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger and I 
recently announced legislation to 
make homes and businesses struc¬ 
turally secure against burglary and 
robbery. In future weeks, I will 
be making a series of proposals 
to deal with crime in California. 

Let me emphasize, however, that 
the ultimate success of our efforts 
to protect the community depends 
on the men and women who must 
enforce the laws we establish. The 
best use of their energy, training 
and skills is in the streets where 
they can focus their efforts upon 
the prevention of crimes of 
violence.

COORDINATOR NAMED FOR 
SAN FRANCISCO ALCOHOLISM 
CENTER FOR HOMOSEXUALS 
FIRST OF ITS KIND 
IN THE COUNTRY’ 

Russell D. "Rusty’ Smith, for¬ 
merly with Bank of America Inter¬ 
national and Bechtel Corporation, 
has been selected by the Whit- 
man-Radclyffe Foundation as the 
Program Coordinator for the Al¬ 
coholism Center for Homosexuals 
funded by the City and County of 
San Francisco and the Foundation. 
The new program is the first of 
its kind in the United States. 

The Center will provide pre¬ 
treatment counseling for homo¬ 
sexuals with alcoholic or alco¬ 
holism related p r o b 1 e m s and 
refer them to the best (existing 
agencies for treatment. Mr. Smith 
will also assist agency personnel 
in understanding the relationship of 
homosexuality to the specificneeds 
of the homosexual alcoholic. In 


addition, the program will recom¬ 
mend and develop new services 
when existing services either can¬ 
not, or do not meet the needs of 
homosexuals with alcoholic and 
alcoholism related problems. 

Smith, a gay recovered alco¬ 
holic, says that many gay people 
think they have problems with 
alcohol because they are gay, and 
some agencies try to deal with the 
sexual orientation of the homo¬ 
sexual alcoholic rather than with 
his drinking problem. 

"Alcoholism is a disease, not 
a symptom,” states Smith, "and 
gay is a sexual orientation, not 
a disease. ” 

A native of Louisville, Kentucky 
Smith attended Texas Christian 
University in Fort Worth before 
settling in the Bay Area.

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THE MEN 
IN MY LIFE

INNOCENTS ABROAD 

We usually made the trip be¬ 
tween Vicenza and Venice by auto¬ 
bus, flagging down the powerful 
two-sectioned diesles that hourly 
passed the gate of the Caserma. 
First we would drop off laundry 
at the farmhouse across and up the 
highway. The signora (her family 
had known better times under Mus¬ 
solini) always maintained she sent 
out our GI wash, but we suspected 
she did it herself: trudging down to 
the river and kneeling beside the 
women in black, to pound and twist 
and rinse the clothes in the icy 
water. She charged next to nothing, 
and knowing her passion for 
Camels, we tried to balance the 
scales by leaving any number of 
packs in the uniform pockets. 

The notions we brought with us 
overseas scarsely fit the Italians 
we encountered from Tirests to 
Verona. They didn’t eat pizza, nor 
did they reek of garlic. No one 
played Bocci Ball nor smoked 
twisted little cigars. Many were 
tall and fair. Even laborers exuded 


a kind of sophistication as they 
bicycled or Vespaed 'to and from 
their jobs. Whatever people had 
ended up in New York or Boston 
or Philadelphia might have come 
from a different culture than the 
Italy I was experiencing in the early 
spring of 1958. My father’s letters 
continually urged me to travel 
northward: Germany, Denmark, 
Sweden to rumage more comfor¬ 
tably amid family origins. My 
fascination with the Italians was 
total; I even assumed their Latin 
distaste for the perennial Teutonic 
invasion. Oddly, I found myself not 
in the least interested in history 
or superior races. Not in order, 
nor in cleanliness but in new ways 
of seeing, of FEELING. 

Like so many of my contempor¬ 
aries, my coming out in America 
had been a disaster. All I had 
experienced had been painful, sor- 
did, incomplete. Thanks to the 
catechism: one committed impure 
acts with members of the same sex. 
To care for another man was to 
suffer: to drown in guilt, to court 
scandal. Any male who cared for 
me in school or in the service was 
automatically ‘‘Queer” and had to 
be driven away. Morality for young 
Americans of the 1950 / s / 1960*s 
was a simple black/white affair; 
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these 98 items are sins and to be 
avoided the other 2 are permis¬ 
sible but questionable. It was a 
code for perennial Boy Scouts. 
Letting a generation of new-world 
cubs and brownies roam through 
the decadent flesh pots of Europe 
was bound to have provocative 
repercussions. ...if not devasta¬ 
ting effects. Venice had seduced 
and ravished five centuries of 
tourists; American GI’s were to 
be no exception. Before Venice, 
every sexual encounter I had 
ever had was a perversion, a sick¬ 
ness. In a way it might be said I 
had a second coming out — in 
paralleling the Yeat’s poem: 
Things fall apart; 

the centre cannot hold; 

Mere anarchy is loosed 
upon the world. 

The blood-dimmed tide is 
loosed, and everywhere 
The ceremony of innocence 
is drowned 

The worst lack all convicton, 
while the best 
Are full of passionate 
intensity. 

A revelation was at hand; it 
began one Sunday night in April 
returning to the post. For some 
reason I had taken the train, a slow 
one, a leisurely local that stopped 
every few miles between Venice 
and Vicenza. Standing in the pas¬ 
sage way to catch the warm al¬ 
mond-scented breezes, I took note 
of the handsome face that had 
emerged from the compartment 
next to mine. My interest was 
returned. In my fledgling Italian 
I introduced myself and offered 
him a smoke, in his hard-to- 
grasp rural dialect, he told me his 
name was Renzo, that his father 
was a prosperous farmer outside 
of Padua. Renzo was thickly built, 
unusual for a young Italian, and 
over 6 feet tall. More typically, 
he was crowned with a swath of 
coal black hair, the soft eyes and 
flawless skin... and that every¬ 
where Mediterranean beauty that 
left you breathless. 

The train was pulling into his 
station and he made me promise 
I would meet him the following 
Sunday in the Padua train, station. 
As he turned to leave, he slipped 
his arm inside mine and whis¬ 
pered, “Paolo-Francesco, tu sei 
un bel ragazzo... il mio bel Amer¬ 
icano.” He couldn’t have been more 
than 19; he left me weak in the 
knees, somewhat intoxicated... 
things falling apart... Already I had 
learned the Italians were insistent, 
ardent, soon wanting to know what 



































you thought about them, what you 
felt for them. In turn they said 
nice things (the language seemed 
made for talk of love). They spoke 
to you intimately, disarming you 
with their physical closeness. 

THE LAMB 
IS SLAUGHTERED 

The following Sunday it rained; 
at 1 PM I was waiting at the 
ticket window, Padua (a small 
city renowned for its basilica and 
the pilgrims who come to honor 
the relics of St. Antony). As Renzo 
came toward me, he signaled me 
to say nothing but to follow him. 
He got on a street car; I got 
on and took a seat in the rear. 
We rode for about 15 minutes; he 
got off, I followed. He wound hisway 
through a maze of narrow streets; 
I trailed a quarter of a block be¬ 
hind, turning my head to the left 
and right, tourist-like. Up one lane 
and down another, into the mediev¬ 
al quarter, near the great red- 
domed church. My pied piper stop¬ 
ped at the aged door of an aged 
hostel for pilgrims and knocked. 
He quickly told me to say nothing 
until he could explain. A widowed 
woman opened the door; the two 
spoke in dialect too native to 
grasp. She led us up a flight of 
ancient stairs, down a shadowy 
hallway and up more stairs these 
darker and creakier. Renzo pushed 
his way into a great bedroom soft¬ 
ly dappled with light that softly 
filtered through the wooden shut¬ 
ters. He opened the windows. The 
white-washed walls were beginning 
to flake; the marble floor was 
soberly cold. We undressed and we 
made love to one another. 

Afterwards lingering in his arms 
in the latening afternoon — the 
heavy smell of his body and mine, 
the spatter of the rain on the roof 
tile, the muffled street sounds, the 
basilica bells calling the pilgrims 
to vespers — I experienced, for 
the FIRST time in my life, a true 
ceremony of innocence; whatever 
I was engaged in at that moment, 
by whatever name one wished to 
call it, it was in no way, EVIL. 
I was not just having sex in a 
sleasy rented room. I was being 
made love to — by beauty and pas¬ 
sion— being there and then re¬ 
created, re-born, re-generated, 
re-turned to wholeness, to ONE¬ 
NESS WITH ALL THINGS. 

Later as we readied to leave, 
Renzo asked me not to speak once 
we closed the door. He insisted on 
paying for the room, adding a few 
of my cigarettes for the land¬ 
lady’s tact. At the street door he 


turned to the left, I turned to the 
right; we were to meet the follow¬ 
ing Sunday, same place, same time. 
And so we did for successive 1 
weeks, the same silences, the same 
discretion, the same unlacing. One 
day a post card arrived announcing 
Buona Pasqua (Happy Easter). He 
had written merely, Auguri (greet¬ 
ings). The handwriting was wild and 
childish... could this rustic inno¬ 
cent of a very old land have un¬ 
derstood the awakening that was 
taking place in me, the new-world 
lamb? The Sunday I met Renzo was 
the last Sunday I ever went yo 
church; so much that it stood for 
suddenly fell away. No longer was 
there a need to confess, to be 
shamed, to be frightened... for I too 
was born again that Easter time. 
The falcon could no longer hear the 
falconer.

“It’s a good movie. It’s not a 
great movie, not a classic, but it's 
good... I don’t know if there is 
a way to make ‘Gatsby’ a visual 
experience.” 

In case you’ve been living in a 
Tibetan monastery in the past few 
months, F. Scott Fitzgerald’s rom¬ 
antic classic of the Jazz age, "The 
Great Gatsby,” has been made 
into a film starring Robert 
Redford, Mia Farrow, BruceDern, 
Sam Waterston and Karen Black, 
directed by Jack Clayton, and given 
one of the hardest, most lavish 
pre-sell exploitation jobs since 
"Gone With The Wind.” It is ex¬ 
pected to be the biggie of ’74. 
Then along comes Bruce Dern, an 
interviewer’s dream, to say exact¬ 
ly what he thinks of the film, right

on the line, no publicity spiel, no 
bullshit. Here are some of the c'an- 
did opinions of Bruce Dern about 
"The Great Gatsby:” 

Robert Redford — "The nicest 
man I’ve ever worked with. I 
didn’t know him before we started 
filming, now I’ve bought some 
property from him in Utah. He is 
a gentleman, he is a good actor - 
not a great actor. He is not a 
trained actor, an actor who has 
had to be multi-dimensional... But 
in ‘Gatsby,’ he tries things, such 
as the physical awkwardness of 
Gatsby; I wish he’d done more of 
that in ‘Jeremiah Johnson.’Inever 


really believed he was a mointain 
man. The scene he plays best (in 
‘Gatsby’) is that first scene in 
Nick’s cottage where he sees Daisy 
...He is the hottest actor in films 
now. A terrific guy.” But he also 
explains that in the book, Gatsby 
makes his money selling wood al¬ 
cohol during Prohbition across the 
counter, cheap, rotten booze that 
causes people to go blind. But 
because of the Redford super¬ 
status, the fact is never !mention¬ 
ed in the film as detrimental to 
Redford’s image. Not because Mir. 
Redford ever insisted, but "the 
director copped out.” 

Jack Clayton, the director — 
"Nobody knows what his view¬ 
point of the film was. I still don’t 
..He is very reverential about 
Fitzgerald. He had two choices: 
do I make a movie out of the book 
or make the book into a movie? 
He chose to make the book into 
a movie... Of course, when you’ve 
got a daughter (Scottie Fitzgerald, 
daughter of F. Scott and Zelda, who 
was on the set as advisor) who is 
pissed off every day of her life 
because of the treatment of her 
parents by the press, always tell¬ 
ing how her father died a broken 
down alcoholic and her mother 
burning in a funny farm, all she 
has left is her father’s great 
dialogue... I feel the film wanders, 
I feel there are senes that don’t 
do any ting. I never feel Robert 
Redford and Mia Farrow really 
love each other.... Somehow he 
didn’t conquer the material. His 
last film was ‘Our Mother’s House’ 
in ’66. His greatest mistake was 
waiting seven years to direct 
another film. You lose rapport of 
dialogue with the actors. He can¬ 
not do what I’m doing right now, 
sit down and just talk to you.” 
He also credits Mr. Clayton with 
working under difficult circum¬ 
stances, such as discovering after 
25 days of filming that Mia Farrow 
was pregnant. Last time she had 
twins, which means she would start 
to show much sooner and heavier 
probably than usual, so Mr. Clayton 
had to boost the shooting schedule 
up and film faster, work only from 
certain angels, etc. The film cost 
six million dollars and Mr. Dern 
says, "Wnd you can see every 
penny of it on the screen. It looks 
like it cost 15 million. Those 
party scenes! Each one looks like 
it cost 3 million apiece.” Asked if 
he would choose Mia Farrow as 
his leading lady again, he answers 
politely but firmly, "No.” He 
doesn’t dislike her, but I get the 
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Bruce Dern as Tom Buchanan - “Sure, he ’s a 
hulking brute, but he doesn’t know that... a 
totally filthy rich pig. ” 

impression he just feels the role 
of Daisy Buchanan was beyond her. 

Mr. Dern plays Tom Buchanan, 
the wealthy insensitive socially 
prestigious playboy husband of 
Daisy with a mistress on the side. 
Myrtle (Karen Black). “Tom and 
Daisy are the arch villains in 
American literature. He’s a villain 
because he’s a victim of circum¬ 
stances (born into the old money 
socially prominent family who can 
do no wrong). There is a ten¬ 
dency in America to revere thse 
king of families — the Vander¬ 
bilts, Wrigleys, McCormicks... 
America has no royalty, so the 
one thing we revere is these in¬ 
stitutionalized families... Tom is 
married to a woman (Daisy) just 
as evil, just as guilty as he is. 

If anybody who sees ‘Gatsby’ goes 
home and lets a Tom and Daisy 
Buchanan move onto their street, 
they’re nuts!!... I felt the one thing 
essential was to make him sym¬ 
pathetic. Jack Clayton felt that 
every one in the film must by 
sympathetic... Tom and Myrtle do 
not\just have a fuck relationship. 
They have a special kind of thing 
going; it’s more than he’s just get¬ 
ting a piece of ass once a week.” 
Talking of the scene where he 
breaks her nose in a rage, he says 
he insisted upon the closeup scene 
which immediately follows where 
he embraces Myrtle in mutual for¬ 
giveness. Of the scene where he 
and Redford finally openly wage 
battle, “The one thing these people 
can’t take is public embarassment 
especially in the Plaza Hotel by 
some asshole in a pink suit... The 
Kennedy’s are Gatsbyrich; they’re 
new money... David Rockefeller is 
totally Tom Buchanan. He just put 
Nelson away on national television 
...Scott Fitzgerald was very en¬ 
vious of the Tom Buchanan’s of this

world, because he knew no matter 


how hard he worked, he could 
never achieve this status.” 

The film was made in England 
and Newport, R.I., in Newport 
because that’s the only place in 
the country left where you can find 
these lavish mansions so neces¬ 
sary for the Gasby story. “There 
are nine of these mansions next 
door to each other in one block; 
each cost four million dollars a 


piece to build in 1898. Can you 
imagine what they would cost to¬ 
day?” The Gatsby mansion is ac¬ 
tually Roseclift in Newport, the 
Buchanan mansion is Marble House 
on the Vanderbilt estate. Bruce 
Dern learned just six weeks ago 
that his father’s former business 
partner, John T. Pirie, President 
of Carson, Pirie, Scott’s Dept, 
store in Chicago, is married to 
the woman who jilted F. Scott

Fitzgerald and was the model of 
Daisy Buchanan, a strange coin¬ 
cidence to learn after completing 
the film. 

'Tm a very emotional guy. 
There are three things in the movie 
that get me every time I see it. 
The song 'What’ll I Do’; whatever 
the movie misses, that song gives 
you. The scene were Myrtle is 
dead and I go back to the car with 
tears in my eyes. It’s an emotion¬ 
al insight you never see other¬ 
wise... You never expect a gutlevel 
reaction of Tom. And there is a 
scene that is purely Midwest to 
me but doesn’t work in the movie, 
(talking about the last scene where 
Gastsby’s father appears for his 
son’s funeral) I do not think the 
father should come crying. He 
would be proud of what his son 
achieved. But his one line, 'My 
son could have been a great man, 
a man like James J. Hill.’* (James 
J. Hill pioneered to bring the rail¬ 
road to the* Midwest and was one 
of its greatest men.) 

Will "The Great Gatsby” sur¬ 
vive the oversell, will the Redford 
mistique suffice to draw crowds 
after severe lashings of the critics, 
will the public accept it as just 
good after a publicity barrage that 
encourages you to expect at least 
the greatest film since "Citizen 
Kane /Well, it’s doing greatbusi- 
ness in New York and the critics 
seem pretty mcuh agreed that the 
film does not live up to advance

expectation. But they also agree 
that Bruce Dern gives the best, 
most memorable performance in 
the film and strong rumors of an 
Oscar nomination abound. And 
Bruce Dern agrees, without sound¬ 
ing egotistical, just as an actor 
who’s worked for 18 years for this 
role and this chance. "I feel I’m 
good in the movie... I’m now emer¬ 
ging because 'Gatsby’ has found 
its audience. I think I’ve been good 
a long time but the timing was 
wrong... As an actor, I am prouder 
of my work in 'The Great Gatsby’ 
than anything I’ve ever done... But 
when Bruce Dern comes out of the 
movie with the best reviews and 
all this big Oscar talk, with Sam 
Waterston close behind you 
haven’s made'TheGreatGatsby’.” 
And that’s about as honest as you 
can get!!

starts to emerge during her roller¬ 
skate dept, store scene and at the 
fox hunt at Peckerwood, but never 
really gets rolling with laughter. 

On the positive side there is 
Beatrice Arthur. Ms. Arthur play¬ 
ed the role of Marne’s bosom bud¬ 
dy, Vera Charles, in the Broadway 
musical version and now she gets 
her chance to show America that 
she just isn’t “Maude,” her TV 
character. From her first 
“Yes-s-s-s-” to her last “Pity,” 
she is the epitome of the chic, 
sophisticated star of the theatre as 
seen by Patrick Dennis. Even 
through some ghastly hairstyles 
and nearly always black costumes, 
she emerges to give the film 
the much needed sparkle and 
panache it lacks from its title 
star. 

I say that the film is a non¬ 
singing, non-dancing musical for 
the fact that Ms. Ball has insisted 
in talk-singing her own numbers in 
her own voice. Oh, where are 
Mamie Nixon or Lisa Kirk when 
you need them? As for the dancing, 
the only real dance number in the 
show was “That’s How Young I 
Feel” which has been totally elim¬ 
inated from the film version. We 
are left with the cake-walk kicks 
of the title song and if lots of 
chorus people impress you then 
you’ll love it when 20-30 of them 
do their step-kick, step-kick rou¬ 
tine. Choreographer Onna White 
creates lots of movement ^but 
little dance. 


The costumes by Theodora Van 
Runkle are superb and in some 
instances surpass the Orry-Kelly 
creations for the non-musical ver¬ 
sion. Supporting players work well 
with Robert Preston as Beauregard 
coming off best in his brief but 
leading man role. Kirby Furlong as 
young Patrick is so goody-cute 
that insulin may be needed by 
some, yet he manages to grow up 
into a very blick Bruce Davison 
who makes onewonder just why any 
Auntie Mame would love him. 

Oh well, since everyone loved 
Lucy, the lines should be long to 
see if everyone will love Lucy/ 
Mame. Me, I liked her for her 
yarmth and clothes but never felt 
she was “Mame” but rather al¬ 
ways Auntie Lucy/Mame. But I 
didn’t care much since there was 
always something to look at or a 
loud blare of music to remind 
me that this was supposedly a 
musical film.

When 
these three - Porthos, Aramis and 
Athos - joining forces with 
D’Artagnan to become the^three 
Musketeers and friend - it’s one 
for all and all for one. 

Cast as the villians of the piece 
are Faye Dunaway (Looking sty¬ 
lishly frail with an evil glint in 
her eyes) as Milady and Charleton 
Heston as the evil Cardinal Rich¬ 
elieu. They have great assist from 
Christopher Lee as Richelieu’s 
right hand, Rochefort. 

It becomes a fight of good against 
bad, all for the safeguard of the 
honor of the Queen - beautiful and 
beautifully played by Geraldine 
Chaplin. Director Lester uses the 
Alexander Dumas classic as a 
jumping off point for the heroic 
antics of the musketeers. 

To save the honor of the Queen 
of France, the musketeers and 
D ’Artagnan must ride to Britain to 
regain the diamonds the Queen gave 
to Lord Buckingham (Simon Ward) 
as a token of her love. On the 
successful completion of this deed, 
D’Artagnan is made a full fledged 
musketeer. Viola!! That’s the main 
plot. But don’t let that discourage 
you - it's really not the tale but 
the telling that makes this film 
so enjoyable. Lester tells it with 
style, wit, and good performances 
from his entire cast. Personally 
I think it’s finally given Raquel 
W elch the comedy break she richly 
deserves. She plays beautifully 
with just the right amount of whim¬ 
sy and restraint. She is nothing 
short of great and it’s a shame 
that she won’t be nominated by 
the Academy for a supporting ac¬ 
tress "tribute. Michael York’s D’ 
Artagnan with an earnest sincerity 
and most of the comedy resulting 
from his exploits are played 
against him rather than by him. 

The film offers just enough com¬ 
edy to make it work without going 
overboard, the sword fighting 
scenes are truly exciting - ah, 
Errol Flynn lives again - and the 
main plot never gets in the way 
to show you how trivial it really 
is. I can hardly wait for the sequel 
promised at the closing of the film 
- for that one I’ll definitely be 
en garde (ouch!).

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Chemical Castration 

American Civil Liberties Union 
attorneys have warned against a 
possible trend in Dade courts 
were one judge has ordered sev¬ 
eral male sex offenders to sub¬ 
mit to injectons of female hor¬ 
mones to lower their sex drive. 

Dade Circuit Court Judge Al- 
phonso Sepe revealed last week he 
had ordered that the defendants be 
treated with Depo-provera, a syn¬ 
thetic female hormone. 

Commenting on an apparent 
trend towards state "modification 
of behavior” here and elsewhere 
in the United States, the ACLU 
attorneys said the practice re¬ 
minded them of the Stanley Kubrick 
movie "A Clockwork Orange.” 

In the movie, the central char¬ 
acter is guilty of repeated violent 
behavior and he submits to dras¬ 
tic conditioning which changes him 
into an acceptable citizen. 

The national organization of the 
ACLU is involved in legal action 
attacking behavior modification in 
the federal prison system. The 
local attorneys agreed last night to 
forward information on behavior 
modification attempts in Dade 
courts to the national organiza¬ 
tion. 

Sepe said last week he had or¬ 
dered some defendants who were 
sex offenders evaluated by a sex 
researcher, Dr. Marie Mehl for 
therapy and a treatment known as 
"chemical castration. ” 

Considered by some tobe a mis¬ 


leading term, chemical castration 
is said by researchers to accom¬ 
plish a temporary and reversible 
lowering of the male sex drive in 
offenders when they get female 
hormone injections. 

Dr. Mehl would only confirm 
treatment of one indigent defen¬ 
dant, Frank Ramirez, whose hor¬ 
mone injections were paid for with 
public monies at the rate of $10 
a shot. 

According to Sepe, Dr. Mehl 
had to abandon her treatment of 
other defendants because she was 
unable to get any more supplies 
of the drug. 

Sepe said Dr. Mehl was waiting 
for approval from the Food and 
Drug Administration of an exemp¬ 
tion from federal law which would 
allow her to experiment with the 
drug. 

Dr. Mehl also told Sepe there 
was hope the work might continue 
in another month with a grant of 
money from Upjohn, the pharma¬ 
ceutical firm that manufactures the 
synthetic hormone. 

But the FDA in Washington said 
yesterday Dr. Mehl had not applied 
to them for an exemption to use 
Depo-provera experimentally. 

Upjohn said it had no application 
from Dr. Mehl for a grant to con¬ 
duct research with Depo-provera. 

Dr. Mehl last week would not 
say who had administered the drug 
or where it had been done. She 
said she did not administer it 
herself. 

Assistant Public Defender Bruce 


Levy, who represented Ramirez 
before Judge Sele, said last night 
Dr. Mehl had a licensed physician 
administer the drug to defendants. 

An attorney for the FDA said 
the administration of D epo- pro- 
vera experimentally without an 
FDA exemption could lead those 
involved open to criminal penalties 
as well as malpractice suits. 

D epo-provera has been approved 
by the FDA for use on female 
patients. But using the drug on 
males is considered an experi¬ 
mental use. 

The penalty for violating the 
Food and Drug Act by failing to get 
an exemption for experimentaion is 
a midsdemeanor with a possible 
fine of $1,000 and imprisonment up 
to a year. 

Dr. Marie Mehl is an associate 
of the Eridkson Educational Foun¬ 
dation, a suspect "research” foun¬ 
dation which has worked with a 
number of transexual and trans¬ 
vestite organizations. Dr. Mehl 
who is only a criminologist, sab¬ 
otaged an attempt by TAO Pres¬ 
ident A.K. Douglas to constitu¬ 
tionally challenge Miami drag laws 
in 1970, and has been 
(as has the EEF) with exploiting 
and abusing many transexuals and 
transvestites. There is no indica¬ 
tion that defendant Frank Ramirez 
is a transexual or that he wishes 
to change sex. The EEF now 

says it is leaving the field of TSTV 
research and EEF founder Reid 
Erickson has taken up residence 
in Mexico.
